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Bell Choi ce 
Sti rs Most 
Controversy 


PLAINS, Ga. (AP) - The first 
serio u s co n tro v ersy o f Presiden t-elect 
Carter’s tran sitio n to the White Ho u se 
is eru p tin g o v er the civ il rights reco rd 
o f Griffin Bell, the fo rmer federal 
ju dge Carter wan ts as his atto rn ey 
gen eral. 
Carter has twice p u blicly defen ded 
Bell’s reco rd as “su p erlativ e.” He 
say s his co n fiden ce in him is “ ab­ 
so lu te.” 
Bu t he has failed to still in creasin g 
criticism o v er Bell’s ju dicial o p in io n s 
in desegregatio n cases an d his 
membership in p riv ate clu bs that hav e 
n o black o r Jewish members. 
Bell, an Atlan ta lawy er, lo n gtime 
Carter ally an d law p artn er to chief 
Carter adv iser Charles Kirbo , has 
called a n ews co n feren ce fo r Thu rsday 
to face what he himself has called 
“hard” q u estio n s. 
The criticism o f the ap p o in tmen t 
cen ters o n the dep th o f Bell’s su p p o rt 
fo r civ il rights, o n his v iews o n bu sin g 
as a to o l fo r p u blic scho o l in tegratio n 
an d o n his 19 70 su p p o rt fo r Richard 
Nix o n 's n o min atio n o f G. Harro ld 
Carswell to the Su p reme Co u rt. 
Bell’s su p p o rt fo r Carswell came in a 
letter written fiv e day s after p u blic 
disclo su re that Carswell had o n ce 
made a sp eech adv o catin g racial 
segregatio n . 
Bell said Mo n day that he didn ’t k n o w 
abo u t the Carswell sp eech when he 
v o iced his su p p o rt o f Carswell fo r the 
Su p reme Co u rt. Bu t the New Yo rk 
Daily News to day q u o ted Bell as 
say in g he had erred in den y in g that he 
k n ew o f the Carswell letter.” 
“1 was mistak en abo u t that,” Bell 
to ld the News. “I had to k n o w abo u t 
that.” 
Bell’s membership in three all-white 
p riv ate clu bs in Geo rgia drew ho stile 
remark s Tu esday fro m a n u mber o f 
black leaders, in clu din g Rep . Parren 
Mitchell, D-Md., chairman o f the 
Co n gressio n al Black Cau cu s. Mitchell 
p ledged an all-o u t fight to blo ck Bell’s 
n o min atio n , esp ecially if he do es n o t 
rep u diate his clu b membership s an d 
his fo rmerly u n eq u iv ical su p p o rt o f 
Carswell. 
Bell is ex p ected to face an in ten se 
grillin g o n his reco rd at his co n ­ 
firmatio n hearin gs befo re the Sen ate 
Ju diciary Co mmittee. Bu t co mmittee 
aides say he is n o t n o w ex p ected to lo se 
in an y battle o v er his n o min atio n .

Oil-co ated birds hav e been sp o tted 
by the hu n dreds o n Nan tu ck et, bu t 
win d an d wav e were sweep in g the o il 
away fro m beaches. 


The break -u p early Tu esday o f the 
6 4 0-fo o t tan k er Argo Merchan t sp ewed 
75 p er cen t o f her 7.6 millio n gallo n s o f 
heav y in du strial cru de o il in to a slick 
75 miles lo n g an d mo re than 25 miles 
wide at its bro adest p o in t. 
“This is the biggest o il sp ill disaster 
o n the American co art in o u r histo ry ,” 
said Ru ssell Train , head o f the U.S. 
En v iro n men tal Pro tectio n Agen cy . 


The aged, ru stin g v essel — called a 
“su sp ect ship ” by the Co ast Gu ard 
becau se o f 19 p rev io u s mishap s sin ce 
19 6 4 — p iled o n to the Middle Rip Sho als 
27 miles so u theast o f this islan d reso rt 
o n e week ago to day . She was 10 miles 
o ff co u rse when she hit. 
No o n e was in ju red in the p ile-u p , 
an d n o o n e was abo ard when she bro k e 
u p Tu esday at 8:5 5 a.m. 


“ We’re go in g to try to lighten the 
ship by shiftin g the cargo , an d ho p e 
there will be en o u gh bu o y an cy ... We’ll 
p u mp o ff p art o f the cargo ... then to w 
it o u t to sea an d sin k what’s left,” said 
Co ast Gu ard Cap t. Ly n n Hein . He said 
the ship co u ld be a hazard to o ther v es­ 
sels u n less it were remo v ed fro m the 
area. 


Had the cargo been gaso lin e, it 
wo u ld hav e been en o u gh fo r an 
au to mo bile to be driv en aro u n d the 
wo rld 6 ,000 tim es at the eq u ato r. 
“I am co n v in ced so me o f the o il has 
go tten to Geo rges Ban k ,” Co ast Gu ard 
Rear Adm. Jam es P. Stewart to ld re­ 
p o rters. 
The v essel was o n its way fro m 
Ven ezu ela to Salem, Mass. Stewart 


said an in v estigatio n sho wed the ship ’s 
m aster was n o t u sin g all n av igatin g 
eq u ip men t av ailable to him, an d that 
the ship was n o t k ep t in rep air. 
The cap tain o f the Argo Merchan t, 
Geo rge Pap ado p o u lo s, was su mmo n ed 
to day to deliv er a dep o sitio n o n the 


gro u n din g in o p en co u rt. 
He said the reaso n fo r the gro u n din g 
was “ I was in the wro n g p o sitio n .” 
He is bein g su ed by Cap e Co d 
fishermen who deman d $6 0 millio n in 
damages. They claim in their su it 
again st the cairtain an d ship ’s o wn ers 


that the sp ill will co st man y o f them 
their liv eliho o ds becau se o f p o llu ted 
seas., 
In tern atio n al maritime law an d U.S. 
en v iro n men tal an d ship p in g laws are 
imp recise o n the su bject o f liability . 
On e theo ry had it that the o wn ers co u ld 


be su ed o n ly fo r the v alu e o f the ship 
an d its cargo — which after the 
disaster co u ld be n o thin g. 
If the o il washes o n to U.S. sho res, 
lawy ers here believ e the o wn ers o f the 
v essel co u ld be p ro secu ted fo r en ­ 
v iro n men tal in fractio n s.

The n u mber o f k illin gs in Ohio ’s 
eight m ajo r cities dro p p ed by 15 p er 
cen t du rin g the first n in e mo n ths o f 
19 76 as the state’s three largest cities 
sho wed large decreases in m u rders 
an d n o n -n egligen t man slau ghters. 
In o ffen ses rep o rted to p o lice fro m 
Jan u ary 19 76 thro u gh Sep tember 19 76 
in cities o v er 100,000 p o p u latio n , 
o v erall crime dro p p ed by .7 p er cen t, 
co mp ared to the same p erio d a y ear 
earlier. 
The U.S. Dep artmen t o f Ju stice 
released the figu res Tu esday . At the 
same tim e n atio n al statistics rev ealed 
a rise in serio u s crime by two p er cen t 
du rin g the p erio d. 


Jack E. McCo rmick , su p erin ten den t 
o f the Bu reau o f Crimin al Iden ­ 
tificatio n an d In v estigatio n , said, 
“So me o f the federal go v ern men t 
mo n ey in crime effo rt is startin g to 
fin ally p ay o ff. It o n ly started in 19 6 8 
an d I thin k there is so me time lag in 
an y p ro gram so big. 


“Also , there has been fo r the first 
time sin ce 19 6 0 an in crease in in mate 
p o p u latio n ,” he said, su mmin g u p his 
p erso n al v iew why the crime figu res 
sho wed a declin e. 
Thro u gho u t the n atio n , v io len t

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crimes decreased by 5 p er cen t while 
there were 10 p er cen t less mu rders in 
the three q u arters o f 19 76 . 
The state’s largest city , Clev elan d, 
led the dro p in crime with 6 .5 p er cen t 
fewer o ffen ses k n o wn to p o lice du rin g 
the n in e-m o n th stretch. M u rders 
dro p p ed there fro m 219 in 19 75 to 181 in 
19 76 . 
In Day to n , crime decreased by 5.7 
p er cen t; Cin cin n ati, do wn 4.9 p er cen t, 
an d Co lu mbu s, do wn 4.8 p er cen t. 
Yo u n gsto wn reco rded the highest 
in crease in o v erall crime, with a 10.7 
p er cen t rise in o ffen ses. Twen ty -fo u r 
mu rders were rep o rted in 1976 co m­ 
p ared to three less the p rev io u s y ear. 
Other crime rises were reco rded in 
Can to n , 2.6 p er cen t; Ak ro n , 1.6 p er 
cen t, an d Parm a, 1.4 p er cen t.

To m Wells rep o rted as chairman o f 
the safety co mmittee that resu lts o f a 
traffic stu dy at the So u th Co u rt Street 
Elemen tary Scho o l had been giv en to 
him. The rep o rt co n cern ed traffic an d 
p edestrain p attern s o f mo v emen t in 
relatio n to traffic co n tro l dev ices. 
Co u n cil discu ssed the p o ssibility o f 
mo v in g the traffic light at Waln u t an d 
Co u rt Streets to the in tersectio n o f 
To wn an d Co u rt Streets. Wells adv ised 
co u n cil to tak e the m atter u n der 
co n sideratio h an d that they wo u ld act 
o n it at a later date. 
Wells also rep o rted that Cap tain 
Jerry Smallwo o d o f the Circlev ille 
Po lice Dep artmen t had req u ested that 
co u n cil giv e their ap p ro v al to the 
p u rchase o f a n ew “rep eater” radio 
sy stem that wo u ld u p grade the p resen t 
radio sy stem u sed by the p o lice an d 
fire dep artmen ts an d the Circlev ille 
Emergen cy Medical Sq u ad. The city 
has u n til Febru ary in o rder to q u alify 
fo r federal fu n ds o n the p ro ject, an d 
they wo u ld hav e to get started o n the 
p u rchase o f su ch a sy stem in the n ear 
fu tu re in o rder to hav e the sy stem 
fu n ctio n al by Febru ary . 
City So liciter Jo hn 
Adk in s to ld 
co u n cil that they wo u ld hav e to p ay 
fiv e p er cen t o f the matchin g fu n ds 
fro m the federal go v ern men t, an d that 
the FCC had reco mmen ded the n ew 
sy stem. The n ew sy stem wo u ld allo w 
direct co n tact with the Emergen cy 
Ro o m o f Berger Ho sp ital, an d Adk in s 
stated that su ch direct co n tact wo u ld 
be a req u iremen t if p aramedical 
serv ices wo u ld ev er be a p art o f the 
Circlev ille EMT. He u rged co u n cil to 
giv e their su p p o rt to the req u est, which 
they did after a sho rt discu ssio n . 
Co u n cil p assed an o rdin an ce that 
tran sferred $19 ,500 to the p o lice salary 
fu n d, an d $16 ,554 to the firemen ’s 
salary fu n d fro m the gen eral fu n d. 
This was to p u t mo n ey back in to tho se 
fu n ds that had been tak en o u t at an 
earlier date an d p u t in to the gen eral 
fu n d. 


Go ldschmidt 
also 
rep o rted 
as 
chairman o f the fin an ce co mmittee 
that the p ro jected bu dget has a deficit 
o f $120,000 becau se o f req u ests fro m all 
the city dep artmen ts. To co mp en sate 
fo r this, Go ldschmidt said that $6 6 ,000 
ap iece had been cu t fro m the p o lice 
an d fire salary acco u n ts. 
Go ldschmidt also rep o rted that a

Hijackers Yield After 15 Hours 


Killings Show Drop 
In Major Cities 
Across Buckeye State 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The number of killings in Ohio’s 
eight major cities dropped by 15 per 
cent during the first nine months of 
1976 as the state’s three largest cities 
showed large decreases in murders 
and non-negligent manslaughters. 
In offenses reported to police from 
January 1976 through September 1976 
in cities over IOO, OOO population, 
overall crime dropped by .7 per cent, 
compared to the same period a year 
earlier. 
The U.S. Department of Justice 
released the figures Tuesday. At the 
same time national statistics revealed 
a rise in serious crime by two per cent 
during the period. 
Jack E. McCormick, superintendent 
of the Bureau of Criminal Iden­ 
tification and Investigation, said, 
‘‘Some of the federal government 
money in crime effort is starting to 
finally pay off. It only started in 1968 
and I think there is some time lag in 
any program so big. 


‘‘Also, there has been for the first 
time since 1960 an increase in inmate 
population,” he said, summing up his 
personal view why the crime figures 
showed a decline. 
Throughout the nation, violent 
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crimes decreased by 5 per cent while 
there were IO per cent less murders in 
the three quarters of 1976. 
The state’s largest city, Cleveland, 
led the drop in crime with 6.5 per cent 
fewer offenses known to police during 
the nine-month stretch. Murders 
dropped there from 219 in 1975 to 181 in 
1976. 
In Dayton, crime decreased by 5.7 
per cent; Cincinnati, down 4.9 per cent, 
and Columbus, down 4.8 per cent. 
Youngstown recorded the highest 
increase in overall crime, with a 10.7 
per cent rise in offenses. Twenty-four 
murders were reported in 1976 com­ 
pared to three less the previous year. 
Other crime rises were recorded in 
Canton, 2.6 per cent; Akron, 1.6 per 
cent, and Parma, 1.4 per cent. 
By cities, the Justice Department 
said in: 
AKRON — The crime index in­ 
creased from 15,988 to 16,258 with a 
drop in murders and non-negligent 
manslaughters of 26 to 16. 
CANTON — Murders and non- 
negligent manslaughters rose by I 
from 4 the previous year as the crime 
index went from 4,800 to 4,924. 
CINCINNATI — Murders, non- 
negligent manslaughters, burglaries 
and breaking and enterings recorded 
decreases while the crime index went 
from 25,051 to 23,883. 
CLEVELAND — The number of 
m urders and non-negligent man­ 
slaughters dropped from 219 to 181 as 
the crime index decreased from 42,183 
to 39,423. 
COLUMBUS — Murders and non- 
negligent manslaughters dropped off 
from 45 to 38 while the crime index 
went from 37,348 to 35,538. 
DAYTON — Ten less murders were 
recorded in the 1976 period than the 
previous year’s 56. The crime index 
decreased from 20,478 to 19,309. 
PARMA — The crime index rose 
from 2,071 to 2,099. Two killings were 
recorded, double the previous year. 
YOUNGSTOWN — The 10.7 per cent 
rise in crime index was seen in a rise in 
the crime index to 6,334 from 5,720 the 
previous year. Three more murders 
were recorded in 1976 compared to the 
24 in 1975.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Harold 
Brown, who wiU be defense secretary 
in the Carter administration, shares 
the present Pentagon leadership’s 
concern abou t trends in relativ e Sov iet 
and U.S. military spending. 
“I am concerned abou t the trend, 
u pward past trend, of Sov iet ex ­ 
penditu res ... and the downward trend 
of U.S. defense ex penditu res,” Brown 
told a Tu esday news conference in 
Plains, Ga., after Presidentelect 
Carter named him to the defense post. 
‘‘If that continu es indefinitely , or 
ev en for a su bstantial period, then I 
wou ld begin to be concerned abou t ou r 
capabilities,” he said. 
Brown, who serv ed as Pentagon 
research chief and Air Force secretary 
in the Kennedy and Johnson ad­ 
ministrations, v irtu ally echoed Donald 
H. Ru msfeld, the ou tgoing Ford ad­ 
ministration’s defense secretary . 
In an ABC telev ision interv iew later, 
Brown said the defense bu dget 
probably will rise, bu t that the Carter 
administration hopes to hold down the 
rate of increase throu gh at least 
partially offsetting economies. 
“There is no intent to cu t U.S. 
mUitary capabilities,” Brown said. “I 
think it is going to be necessary to 
increase them.” 
At his news conference, Carter 
restated his campaign pledge to sav e 
between $5 billion and $7 bUlion in 
defense spending throu gh a nu mber of 
measu res to eliminate waste and 
improv e efficiency .

CAIRO (AP) — Two months ago 
Egypt and Syria weren’t speaking. 
Now they’re engaged again. 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy announced Tuesday that 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad agreed 
in talks here Sunday and Monday to 
make another attempt at a political 
union of Israel’s two chief adversaries. 
The late Gamal Abdel Nasser 
organized the first Egyptian-Syrian 
union in 1958 and called it the United 
Arab Republic. The Syrians pulled out 
three years later because they were 
fed up with Nasser’s domination. A 
1972 agreement to join Egypt, Syria 
and Libya into a Federation of Arab 
Republics was never implemented. 
A political declaration after Assad 
flew back to Damascus Tuesday an­ 
nounced the formation of a supreme 
political leadership made up of the two 
presidents and aides to be named 
later. 
No target date was announced for 
completion of the merger. Fahmy said 
joint committees will be formed soon 
for foreign affairs, defense, con­ 
stitutional questions, economics and 
other areas, and these committees will 
decide the form of the union. 
Egypt and Syria coordinated their 
attack on Israel in 1973 arid fought the 
war together but split over their 
responses to Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger’s peacemaking efforts. 
Assad broke with Sadat 15 months 
ago because he signed the second Sinai 
agreement with Israel without making 
it conditional on an Israeli withdrawal 
from the Golan Heights front with 
Syria. King Khaled of Saudi Arabia 
brought them together at the Riyadh 
summit conference in October which 
authorized the Syrian army to occupy

peacekeeping force. 
Since then, Assad and Sadat have 
been pressing for a united Arab front 
to face Israel if the expected Arab- 
Israeli peace conference in Geneva is 
held, 
Fahmy said Egypt and Syria would 
send separate delegations if the talks 
are reconvened, "unless it is decided 
beforehand to send one combined 
delegation” representing all the 
Arabs. However, a joint communique

Israel has refused to meet with the 
PI/), and the Palestinians have said 
they won’t sit down with the Israelis.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - 
Aly eska Pip eline Serv ice Co. say s it is 
confident its p lans for p rev enting 
corrosion-cau sed leaks on the trans- 
Alaska p ip eline will work, desp ite 
newly disclosed flaws in the anticorro­ 
sion material. 
The state Pip eline Coordinator’s 
office disclosed Monday that it has 
fou nd flaws in the anticorrosion 
sy stem on the $8-billion p ip eline. 
These 
flaws 
were 
considered 
p otentially 
more 
seriou s 
than 
p rev iou sly 
rep orted 
welding 
deficiencies, becau se in the p ast 
corrosion has cau sed more leaks in 
ex isting p ip elines than defectiv e 
welds. 
Gordon Ty ree of the coordinator’s 
office said the anticorrosion flaws 
were fou nd when sections of bu ried 
p ip e were du g ou t to rep air defectiv e 
welds. 


He also said there was no reason 
these flaws shou ld delay the op ening of 
the p ip eline. The only way to tell 
whether there are leaks is for the 
p ip eline to begin op eration, he said. 
Bu t he also said that if the an­ 
ticorrosion sy stem failed, Aly eska 
might hav e to dig u p some sections of 
p ip e — a job that cou ld add millions of 
dollars to the cost of the p ip eline. 


A sp okesman for Aly eska, the 
consortiu m of oil comp anies bu ilding 
the 8 00-mile line, said that no p roblems 
are foreseen with the anticorrosion 
sy stem, bu t any that dev elop ed wou ld 
be rep aired. 
The basic anticorrosion method u sed 
for the 400 miles of bu ried p ip e in­ 
v olv ed insu lating the p ip e with a 
sp ecial tap e. The coordinator’s office 
said it fou nd that some of this tap e was 
damaged either when the p ip e was 
bu ried originally or when it was ex ­ 
cav ated to check for weld flaws. 


Aly eska said its backu p sy stem 
cou ld handle any su ch breaks in the 
tap e. This sy stem u ses zinc anodes to 
attract like a magnet the corrosiv e ele­ 
ments that might damage the p ip e. 
The anodes are in a circu it ru nning 
beneath the p ip e, bu t not tou ching it. 
The coordinator’s office said, 
howev er, that this electroly tic sy stem 
remains u np rov en. Ty ree said it was 
p ossible that when the warm oil heats 
the p ip e in the frozen soil the whole 
p rocess cou ld be rev ersed — thu s 
accelerating the corrosion.

Undou btedly , the p lastic imp lant in 
y ou r chin is of the safe ty p e. This will 
cau se no foreign body reaction. You 
may be assu red that y ou r p lastic 
su rgeon wou ld not hav e u sed this ty p e 
of imp lant if there were any p ossibility 
that it wou ld be harmfu l to y ou .

Dear Mrs. I.: 
Rep eated infections of the tonsils 
associated with swollen glands of the 
neck are not life-threatening in­ 
fections. Nev ertheless, attention 
shou ld be p aid to the p ossibility of 
remov ing the tonsils in an effort to 
redu ce the freq u ency , the sev erity , the 
du ration and the p ossible com­ 
p lications of these infections.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - 
Alyeska Pipeline Service Co. says it is 
confident its plans for preventing 
corrosion-caused leaks on the trans- 
Alaska pipeline will work, despite 
newly disclosed flaws in the anticorro­ 
sion material. 
The state Pipeline Coordinator’s 
office disclosed Monday that it has 
found flaws in the anticorrosion 
system on the $8-billion pipeline. 
These flaws 
were 
considered 
potentially 
more 
serious 
than 
previously 
reported 
welding 
deficiencies, because in the past 
corrosion has caused more leaks in 
existing pipelines than defective 
welds. 
Gordon Tyree of the coordinator’s 
office said the anticorrosion flaws 
were found when sections of buried 
pipe were dug out to repair defective 
welds. 


He also said there was no reason 
these flaws should delay the opening of 
the pipeline. The only way to tell 
whether there are leaks is for the 
pipeline to begin operation, he said. 
But he also said that if the an­ 
ticorrosion system failed, Alyeska 
might have to dig up some sections of 
pipe — a job that could add millions of 
dollars to the cost of the pipeline. 


A spokesman for Alyeska, the 
consortium of oil companies building 
the 800-mile line, said that no problems 
are foreseen with the anticorrosion 
system, but any that developed would 
be repaired. 
The basic anticorrosion method used 
for the 400 miles of buried pipe in­ 
volved insulating the pipe with a 
special tape. The coordinator’s office 
said it found that some of this tape was 
damaged either when the pipe was 
buried originally or when it was ex­ 
cavated to check for weld flaws. 


Alyeska said its backup system 
could handle any such breaks in the 
tape. This system uses zinc anodes to 
attract like a magnet the corrosive ele­ 
ments that might damage the pipe. 
The anodes are in a circuit running 
beneath the pipe, but not touching it. 
The coordinator’s office said, 
however, that this electrolytic system 
remains unproven. Tyree said it was 
possible that when the warm oil heats 
the pipe in the frozen soil the whole 
process could be reversed — thus 
accelerating the corrosion.

American college students chosen 
Sunday by the Rhodes Scholarship 
Trust. The prestigious scholarships for 
study at Oxford University in England, 
are financed by money left in Rhodes' 
will. He died in 1902 
Rhodes, who was British, gained 
control of a South African diamond 
mine in the 18 80s and made a fortune. 
He became active in colonial politics 
and forced African tribesmen to 
surrender large territories to the 
British Empire. Rhodesia is named 
after him 
“The fact that I might be going to 
school financed on money that came 
out of the diamond mines of South 
Africa doesn’t mak e me happy ,” said 
Ms. Halpem. “ I don’t fancy ’ my self as 
a neoimperialist or neocoloniaiist ” 
But the political philosophy major 
added that with persons lik e herself 
using money from Rhodes’ estate to 
study , ” 1 think we will be able to 
rectify some of the problems he 
created." 
The 32 American students will join 
Rhodes Scholars from 16 other 
countries. Contestants from the United 
States must be U.S. citizens, between 
the ages of 18 and 24 and unmarried. 
Until this y ear, they had to be male. 
Scholars are free to study any thing 
offered at Oxford. Most spend two 
y ears there, receiving an annual 
stipend of $5,300.

Halpem. a Yale University 
senior, was one of 13 women among 32 
American college students chosen 
Sunday by the Rhodes Scholarship 
Trust The prestigious scholarships for 
study at Oxford University in England, 
are financed by money left in Rhodes' 
will He died in 1902 
Rhodes, who was British, gained 
control of a South African diamond 
mine in the 1880s and made a fortune. 
He became active in colonial politics 
and forced African tribesmen to 
surrender large territories to the 
British Empire Rhodesia is named 
after him 
“The fact that I might be going to 
school financed on money that came 
out of the diamond mines of South 
Africa doesn't make me happy,” said 
Ms Halpem. "I don’t fancy myself as 
a neoimperialist or neocolonialist '’ 
But the political philosophy major 
added that with persons like herself 
using money from Rhodes’ estate to 
study, "I think we will be able to 
rectify some of the problems he 
created.” 
The 32 American students will join 
Rhodes Scholars from 16 other 
countries. Contestants from the United 
States must be U.S. citizens, between 
the ages of 18 and 24 and unmarried. 
Until this year, they had to be male. 
Scholars are free to study anything 
offered at Oxford. Most spend two 
years there, receiving an annual 
stipend of $5,300. 
Ms. Halpem said she will continue 
studying 
political 
philosophy, 
especially the works of Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, the 18th century French 
philosopher who helped inspire the 
French Revolution.

Carter, Artis Face 
Life Imprisonment 


PATERSON, N.J. (AP) — Attorneys 
say they’ll appeal the second murder 
convictions of former middleweight 
boxer Rubin "Hurricane” Carter and 
John Aitis, who face mandatory life 
prison sentences next Feb. 2. 
Carter, 39. and Artis, 30, had their 
bail revoked and were sent to Passaic 
W apakoneta 
Audit Aired 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - The City 
of Wapakoneta illegally spent $233,252, 
had to internally transfer $116,096 to 
bring its books in order and was owed 
$3,808, State Auditor Thomas E. 
Ferguson said today. 
The 136-page audit, for the period 
Oct. I, 1972 to Nov. 30, 1975, showed 
findings for recovery actually totaled 
$20,022, of which $17,113 was paid 
during examination of city accounts. 
The $3,808 was still owed the city from 
various sources at the close of the 
audit, Ferguson said. 
Regarding the illegal expenditures 
of $233,252, examiners noted that there 
were no bids or contracts for numerous 
projects totaling the amount, as 
required by Ohio law. 
Most of the findings for recovery and 
all adjustment transfers required 
resulted from errors in payment and 
crediting. The findings, made against 
companies, city officials and employes 
who were overpaid, were made in 
favor of city accounts from which the 
money was paid, Ferguson said 
Sheriff Faces 
Charges 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Richard 
Hongisto, the "fiowerpower” sheriff, 
is on trial for refusing to evict 70 
tenants from a low-rent residence that 
new owners want to tear down. If 
convicted, Hongisto and his assistant 
could spend five days in their own jail. 
The demise of the Chinatown hotel 
has been hotly opposed by community 
activists, who contend that the needs of 
the residents are being ignored. 
Hongisto, whose 1975 re-election was 
based on a coalition of youths, liberals, 
ethnic minorities and homosexuals, 
was cited for contempt by Superior 
Court Judge Ira A. Brown on Dec. I. 
Brown issued an eviction order last 
September, giving the sheriff 60 days 
to clear the hotel and turn it over to its 
new owners. Hongisto has repeatedy 
claimed he has neither manpower nor 
training to remove the residents. 


County Jail after a jury of eight men 
and four women returned the guilty 
verdicts Tuesday night. 
Twenty-two sheriff’s officers ringed 
the courtroom as forewoman Helen 
I^aRocco announced in a barely 
audible voice that the jury had reached 
a decision after just over nine hours of 
deliberations. 
A woman in the audience shrieked 
"No,” and began sobbing as the 
verdicts were read. 
Carter and Artis, both of whom are 
black, sat motionless at the news they 
had lost a long battle to prove their 
innocence of what the prosecution said 
were racially motivated murders of 
three whites. Two of the jurors were 
black. 
Superior Court Judge Bruno L. 
Iieopizzi set the Feb. 2 date for man­ 
datory life sentencing, but left open the 
possibility of freedom on bail pending 
appeals. 
“The jury made a decision,” said 
Carter’s attorney, Myron Beldock. 
"We think the decision was wrong and, 
of course, we’U fight it. 
"I don’t think much has changed in 
America,” said Lewis Steel, Aitis' 
lawyer. “People still think blacks will 
kill whites because of race.” 
But County Prosecutor Burrell I. 
Humphreys said the guilty verdicts 
proved “the contest between the 
American jury system and Madison 
Avenue is no contest at all” — a 
reference to the national attention an 
active defense committee drew to the 
case. 
At a Carter-Artis fund-raising 
concert at Madison Square Garden 
earlier this year, singercomposer Bob 
Dylan performed “ H urricane,” a 
ballad he wrote proclaiming that the 
boxer had been framed. 
The defendants were convicted in 
1967 of shooting James Oliver, William 
Marins and Fred Nauyocks in the 
lafayette Bar & Grill here June 17, 
1966. The prosecution charged the 
murders were an act of revenge for the 
slaying hours earlier of a black bar­ 
man by a white man in another 
Paterson bar. 
They served nine years in prison 
before being freed on bail when the 
state Supreme Court ordered a retrial 
earlier this year on grounds the prose­ 
cution withheld evidence beneficial to 
the defense in the first trial. 
In his charge to the jury, Leopizzi 
told the panel it had to acquit the pair if 
it did not believe testimony by Alfred 
P. Bello, the sole witness to identify 
Carter and Artis at the murder site. 
Bello retracted that identification, 
but recanted later and again identified 
the pair during the retrial. 


LEBANON, Ohio (AP) - The Rev 
Robert Brown has had a captive 
congregation for 16 years 
He's seen "himdreds and hundreds” 
saved and several members of his 
congregation become ministers 
"But I don’t keep records that way,” 
he said "I let the Ix>rd keep the 
records in Heaven.' 
Mort of his congregation have a 
record all their ow n-a prison record. 
The Rev Mr Brown is director of 
religious services and programming at 
the lebanon Correctional Institution 
"I preach the same message I 
preached when I walked in the door in 
I960—that a man needs to be bom 
again and have a new life in Christ. 
"And it still works. Men are still 
coming to the I/»rd.” 
Many of those in charge of the prison 
still seek answers to the best way to 
run things, but the 52-year-old chaplain 
has found his answers. 
He uses what he describes as a 
militant, aggressive and challenging 
approach to spreading the Gospel; 
loving the sinner, but hating the sin he 
does 


“I recognize the need for the 
psychologist and social worker in 
prison. Education too,” he continued. 
“But we go a bit further. We're 
preparing a man for eternity and when 
you do that, you automatically prepare 
him for proper living in society.” 


As for prisoners using religion as a 
means of gaining earlier parole, the 
Rev. Mr. Brown claims the problem is 
a common one. 
“ There aren’t any more false 
professions of faith in here than on the 
outside," he said. "Inmates are human 
beings. 
"They're just like people on the 


outside 
That’s where they came 
from.” 
One inmate who accepted his 
message is now the chaplain’s aon-in- 
law. 
Tom Garnish first began attending 
the Rev. Mr. Brown’s services in 1966 
He met the chaplain's daughter after 


leaving the institution where he had 
served 21 months of a 1-20 year term 
for forgery.

Lincoln, No Church M em ber, Deeply Religious 


That emancipation proclamation 
came Jan. 1, 1863 — “ a solemn 
recognition of responsibility before 
God and before men,” lincoln phrased 
it. 
He himself had long opposed 
slavery, which he saw as denying 
God’s intended destiny for the nation, a 
built-in contradiction to the law of its 
life. In the 1858 campaign debates with 
Stephen Douglas two years before 
lincoln was elected president, he 
declared: 
“ My ancient faith teaches me that 
‘all men are created equal’; and that 
there can be no moral right in con­ 
nection with one man’s making a slave 
of another.” This, he said, is inherent 
in ‘the justice of the Creator to His 
creatures ... Nothing stamped with 
the divine image and likeness was sent 
into the world to be trodden on, and 
degraded, and imbruted by its 
fellows.” 
Yet Lincoln always expressed 
sorrow, not condemnation, toward the 
South in the conflict and was often 
attacked by radical abolitionists as 
being too mild. 
Bom in a Kentucky log cabin, he was 
reared in poverty. His family soon 
moved westward into the wilds of 
Indiana, where his farmer-carpenter 
father and stepmother helped start the 
Pigeon Creek Baptist Church, which 
he attended as a boy. 
His total schooling amounted only to 
about one year, but he read avidly 
from the Bible and borrowed books — 
Bunyan’s

But his mind and spirit 
radiated the fundamental essence of 
religion, an awareness of acting under 
the surpassing rightness of the divine 
will. 
‘‘If I can learn what it is, I will do it,” 
he 
said, 
subjecting 
himself— 
unpretentiously—to it. 
He sensed an overruling objective 
and way to it that he himself could not 
fully make out. He saw his decisions 
measured against a sought-for but 
unclear greater truth. He was a man 
‘under God.” 
In fact, he first applied those words 
to the United States in his Gettysburg 
address in the midst of the Civil War, 
urging high resolve “that this nation, 
under God, shall have a new birth of 
freedom.” The phrase now tempers 
the pledge of allegiance. 
Lincoln said his aim was to oe "an 
humble instrument in the hands of the 
Almighty.” 
He 
disagreed 
with 
numerous callers, including clergy, 
who expressed hope for God to be on 
‘‘our side.” That wasn’t Lincoln’s 
concern, he said, ‘‘for I know the Lord 
is always on the side of right. 
‘‘But it is my constant anxiety and 
prayer that I and the nation should be 
on the lord’s side.” 
It was a perceptive, submissive 
distinction, devoid of the self-righteous 
postures of those presuming to pin­ 
point God’s way. Yet Lincoln’s sense of 
its elusiveness did not to him lessen its 
mandate on humanity, nor deter him 
from hard decisions in pursuit of it. 
"We can but press on, guided by the 
best light He gave us, trusting that in 
His own good time, and wise way, all 
will yet be well,” he said. 
A craggy, 6-foot-4 man of brooding 
melancholy and wry humor, of for­ 
bearance and determination, of plain 
honesty and deep compassion, he saw 
God’s purposes working in the com­ 
plex events of history, within its mixed 
fallible motives. 
He

of the 
greatest 
theologians of America,” writes 
Episcopal scholar William J. Wolf, 
‘‘not in the technical meaning of 
producing a system of doctrine, but in 
the sense of seeing the hand of God 
intimately in the affairs of nations.” 
To lincoln, this was not a simple, 
obvious 
process, 
imposed 
mechanically on the world from 
without, but working inexorably, in­ 
scrutably within it, through the 
stumbling, ambiguous gropings of 
humanity.

At 
a low point in the war to preserve the 
Union, he wrote: 
‘‘I have desired that all my works

“ baboon infidel,” lincoln was alter­ 
nately pained or amused by it. He fit no 
doctrinaire mold, but he dwelt steadily 
on religious principles, prayed much, 
and his speeches throbbed with the 
Hebrew cadences and quotations of 
Scripture.

“ The will of God prevails,” he often 
said, yet he claimed no certain 
knowledge of that will, only a deter­ 
mined striving for it in the conviction 
that it would succeed, whether he 
grasped it or not.

human religious views, and also the 
ironies. He noted that both sides in war 
claim “to act in accordance with the 
will of God.” 
“ Both may be, and one must be 
wrong,” he said. “ God cannot be for, 
and against the same thing at the same 
time.” He said God’s purpose may 
differ from that of either side, even 
though both serve as instrumentalities 
in effecting his ends. 
“ Both read the same Bible, and pray 
to the same God; and each invokes His 
aid against the other,” lincoln said. 
“ It may seem strange that any men 
should dare to ask a just God’s 
assistance in wringing their bread 
from the sweat of other men’s brows. 
But let us not judge that we be not 
judged. 
“ The prayers of both could not be 
answered; that of neither has been 
answered fully. The Almighty has his 
own purposes.” 
Yet, to lincoln, God was no more 
impersonal, immutable power, and 
intimately active in persons and 
events. So strongly did Lincoln feel this 
that when he decided in 1862 to issue 
his proclamation emancipating slaves, 
he discussed it with his cabinet, then 
concluded in a low voice: 
I made a solemn vow before God, 
if General Lee (the southern 
confederacy commander) was driven 
back from Pennsylvania, I would 
crown the result by the declaration of 
freedom to the slaves.” 


That spring, the war was over. A few 
days later, 
Lincoln told 
of

Moving farther west to Illionis, he 
split rails, did odd jobs, managed a 
mill, worked at stores, as a village 
postmaster, a surveyor, studying on 
his own for the law. He built a law 
practice in Springfield. Known as a 
story-teller, who usually had some 
folksy tale to make a point, he became 
a popular figure, served in the state 
legislature and eventually, in a sec- 
tionally tom nation, became president 
in 1861. 
Three months later came the attack 
on Fort Sumpter, and the four-year 
war was on. Surely, he wrote later, 
God “ intends some great good to 
follow this mighty convulsion, which 
no mortal could make, and no mortal 
could stay.” 
Sometimes in the pitch of crises, 
Lincoln said he would go to his room, 
lock the door and get down on his knees 
and pray. His secretary, John Nieolay, 
reported, “ Mr. Lincoln was a praying 
man.” Lincoln’s wife, Mary Todd, 
joined the Presbyterian Church, as she 
had in Springfield, and he went with 
her to services, but never joined 
himself. 
Coupled with his worries and serious 
religious reflections, however, was his 
humor. He called a laugh “ good 
medicine,” and encouraged it with 
homey anecdotes, including a story 
attributed to two Quaker women 
conversing on a train about Abraham 
Lincoln and Jefferson Davis, president 
of the southern confederacy. 
One said, “ I think Jefferson will 
succeed.” 
“ Why does thee think so?” asked the 
other. 
“ Because Jefferson is a praying 
man.”

In a dark period of the war, Lincoln 
set April 30, 1863, as a national fast 
day, his proclamation for it sounding 
like a passage from the Book of Amos.

American Brings 
Yuletide To Brazil 


KIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP)) — 
Life to Betinho is a four-letter word. 
The eight-year-old Brazilian street 
kid never knew his father, and his 
mother abandoned him when he was 
four. He shines shoes to eat and tries to 
sleep at friends’ houses because he 
doesn't like to sleep in the street. 
"But things will get better,” he told 
Steve Murphy. 
Murphy, a bachelor in his early 30s, 
is an American banker who tries to 
know Brazilians of all kinds. He once 
lived for six months in a fa vela, one of 
the hillside slums that the well-to-do 
avoid and police are reluctant to enter. 
He had been growing more and more 
concerned about Betinho and the rest 
of the 15 million abandoned Brazilian 
children who beg and steal to stay 
alive in the cities. 
‘‘I decided something ought to be 
done for the kids even in a small 
personal way,” the young American 
said. 
He wrote 
his 
American 
and 
Brazilian friends asking them to help 
with a Christmas party at his apart­ 
ment in Rio’s elegant Copacabana 
district. Each friend was asked to find 
an abandoned child to bring to the 
party. 
Some of his friends responded en­ 
thusiastically. They raised money to 
buy shoes, shorts and t-shirts, ice 
cream, cake and punch. Three toy 
companies volunteered to donate 200 to 
300 toys. 
Not everyone approved. 
‘‘I think ifs a very eccentric idea for 
Rio,” one man said. “I know these kids 
— they’re mean. They’ll come to his 
house and he’ll never get rid of them.” 
‘‘He’ll probably get his house rob­ 
bed,” said another who refused to 


contribute. ‘‘You can’t control those 
kids.” 
“Some asked us why we didn’t 
donate this money to organized charity 
because ifs more efficient,” said 
Murphy. ‘‘My reply is that organized 
charity puts a buffer between the giver 
and the receiver, the child and us, the 
fat cats of society. 
“I thought it was about time that we 
got down and talked personally to 
these children.” 
About 130 children were rounded up. 
At Murphy's apartment they found ice 
cream, punch, cake, presents, clothes 
and Papa Noel, Brazil’s Santa Claus. 
Murphy will gather a few friends on 
Christmas Eve and “take to the hills” 
to distribute the gifts left from the 
party among families in the favelas.

Flu Probe 
Continues 


ATLANTA (AP) - Public health 
officials have begun a nationwide 
search for all cases of a paralyzing 
syndrome to try to learn if it is linked 
with the suspended swine flu im­ 
munization program. 
The National Center for Disease 
Control said Monday it is checking 
health departments, neurologists and 
emergency rooms. 
‘‘We are looking for cases which we 
know have no relationship to the 
inoculation program so they can be 
compared with those who have been 
inoculated,” a spokesman said. 
The CDC turned its attention to the 
Guillain-Barre Syndrome after health 
o fficials m onitoring the flu shot 
program became concerned about the 
number of reported cases. 
The program was suspended last 
Thursday until any possible connection 
between the syndrome and the vac­ 
cinations can be investigated. 
As of Monday, 125 cases of the 
syndrome had been reported. Of those, 
72 had been vaccinated, 47 had not and 
the status of the other five was 
unknown. Six death s have been 
reported from the syndrome — all of 
them to persons who had been vac­ 
cinated. 
Most 
persons afflicted with the 
disorder experience weakness in the 
legs, which spread to the hands and 
arm s, the neck and face. Most recover 
after several weeks.

ATT^ANTA I A P) - Public health 
officials have begun a nationwide 
search for all cases of a paralyzing 
syndrome to try to learn if it is linked 
with the suspended swine flu im­ 
munization program. 
The National Center for Disease 
Control said Monday it is checking 
health departments, neurologists and 
emergency rooms. 
“ We are looking for cases which we 
know have no relationship to the 
inoculation program so they can be 
compared with those who have been 
inoculated,” a spokesman said. 
The CDC turned its attention to the 
Guillain-Barre Syndrome after health 
officials monitoring the flu shot 
program became concerned about the 
number of reported cases. 
The program was suspended last 
Thursday until any possible connection 
between the syndrome and the vac­ 
cinations can be investigated. 
As of Monday, 125 cases of the 
syndrome had been reported. Of those, 
72 had been vaccinated, 47 had not and 
the status of the other five was 
unknown. Six deaths have been 
reported from the syndrome — all of 
them to persons who had been vac­ 
cinated.

She put them over her head and 
ignored the press, letting her mother 
serve as her spokesman. 
"Am y has never been too excited 
about coming to Washington,” Mrs.

Sports Fishermen 
Take Sm aller Catch 


PORT ISABEL, Tex . (AP) - After 
30 y ears of weathering the whims of 
mother nature and fishermen, Capt 
Bob Williams has come to a con­ 
clusion: The new fishermen out­ 
number the new fish. 
Williams began operating a charter 
serv ice for deep-sea fishermen 30 
y ears ago out of this South Tex as port 
on the Gulf of Mex ico when “ the av er­ 
age catch per day ran in the hundreds 
of pounds and the fishermen enjoy ed 
it. 
“ Today , y ou’re lucky to av erage 40 
to 50 pounds and the tourists just don't 
understand why they can’t catch the 
fish like they used to,” said Williams 
while reaching for a battered scrap­ 
book crammed with pictures and 
y ellowed newspaper clippings of prize 
catches in the 19 40s, ’50s and ’6 0s. 
The scrapbook depicts scenes of 
proud fishermen display ing swordfish, 
marlin, amberjack, red snapper and a 
175-pound sea bass, the salt-water 
v ersion of the fresh-water bass. 
The clippings detail thousandpound 
catches of red snapper from the banks 
located 20 to 30 miles offshore, and a 
1961 account recalls the ex ploits of 
three charter boats which brought 22 
species of fish into port in one day . 
“ I still charter groups of fishermen 
who are just out for a good time and a 
little relax ation,” said Williams. “ But 


I tell my old customers not to ex pect 
the great day s they had in the past. Of 
course, some day s we get lucky and I 
look like a liar.” 
Williams blames the decline of the 
garm-fish population on the area’s 
shrimp industry which “ plows the 
bottom of the ocean floor and destroy s 
the natural habitat” with massiv e 
nets. 
Carl Gay man, a nearby shrimper, 
claims the pollution and lack of fresh 
water flowing into the bay s and 
estuaries where some gamefish 
species spawn causes the decline. 
Although they cannot agree on a 
cause, both commercial and pleasure 
fishermen agree that the fish are not 
multiply ing as fast as the fishermen. 
In addition to thousands of tourists, 
Port Isabel also is the site for two 
fishing tournaments a y ear which 
attract more than 600 av id anglers. 
The Tex as International Fishing 
Tournament is the largest and oldest 
competition. It is held in August, and 
the 38 th annual ev ent this y ear at­ 
tracted 586 contestants. 
Fishermen compete for the Tex as 
Grand Champion’s title on a point 
sy stem. Points are awarded for the 
species and size of the fish caught and 
the weight of the fishing line used to 
land the scaly critters.

The new fishermen out­ 
number the new fish. 
Williams began operating a charter 
service for deep-sea fishermen 36 
years ago out of this South Texas port 
on the Gulf of Mexico when “the aver­ 
age catch per day ran in the hundreds 
of pounds and the fishermen enjoyed 
it. 
“Today, you’re lucky to average 46 
to 60 pounds and the tourists just don’t 
understand why they can’t catch the 
fish like they used to,” said Williams 
while reaching for a battered scrap­ 
book crammed with pictures and 
yellowed newspaper clippings of prize 
catches in the 1640s. '50s and ’60s 
The scrapbook depicts scenes of 
proud fishermen displaying swordfish, 
marlin, amberjack, red snapper and a 
175-pound sea bass, the salt-water 
version of the fresh-wa ter bass 
The clippings detail thousandpound 
catches of red snapper from Die banks 
located 26 to 30 miles offshore, and a 
1961 account recalls the exploits of 
three charter boats which brought 22 
species of fish into port in one day. 
“I still charter groups of fishermen 
who are just out for a good time and a 
little relaxation.” said Williams “But

species and size of the fish caught and 
the weight of the fishing line used to 
land the scaly critters.

Plan Rites 
To Canonize 
Am erican 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Roman 
Catholic educators from Pennsylvania 
are expected to flock to Rome after 
their schools close in J une for the 
canonization of America’s first male 
sa in t, Bishop J ohn Neumann of 
Philadelphia. 
Pope Paul VI announced Monday 
that Bishop Neumann, a pioneer in the 
development of Catholic parochial 
schools in the United States, would be 
canonized on J une 19 . 
“ The final day of all graduation 
exams is J une 17 th,” J ohn Cardinal 
Krol, the present a rchbishop of 
Philadelphia, explained today. “ This 
will allow time to travel over on the 
18th and be there the 19 th.” 
Vatican sources said they expect 
several thousand Americans to attend 
the canonization of Bishop Neumann, a 
19 th century immigrant from what is 
now Czechoslovakia He was declared 
“ blessed,” one step below sainthood, 
13 years ago. 
Bishop Neumann was bom in 1811 
and immigrated to the United Sates in 
18 36. 
He 
beca m e 
bishop 
of 
Philadelphia in 1852 and is credited 
with organizing the building of 40 paro­ 
chial schools and 80 churches in his 
eight years as bishop. 
The Pope accepted as a miracle the 
recovery of 
Michael 
Flanagan 
of 
Philadelphia from bone cancer in 19 64 
after prayers to Bishop Neumann. 
Normally, the church requires rec­ 
ognition of two miracles before a 
person can be declared a saint, but 
Pope 
Paul 
has 
waived 
the 
rule 
frequently and did so last year for 
Mother Elizabeth Seton, the 
first 
American-born saint. 
The first American saint was Mother 
Frances Cabrini, a native of Italy, who 
was canonized in 19 47 , 30 years after 
her death.
